Measures against 



The following is received from the Department of State, under date 
of April 6 : 

In connection with his inspection of the consulate-general at Boma, 
Kongo Free State, in October, 1908, Consul-General Gottschalk 
reports : 

Malaria exists in all its forms in the Kongo Free State and cases of 
blackwater fever are frequent. A few cases of beriberi have appeared 
in the interior. Leprosy is common in the eastern or lake region. 
No cases of plague or yellow fever have ever been treated at the hos- 
pitals or lazarettoes of the Belgian Government. Numerous cases of 
yellow fever have occurred at Dakkar in French Senegal and an out- 
break of plague occurred at Akkra on the British Gold Coast in July, 
1908, both places being in close communication with Port Banane,
